some of them ft is true, are nearing 
exhaustion, but this was not always 
the case, nor is it likely, with the 
steady rise in wood prices, that this 
will long continue to be the case, 

Mr. B. J. Zavitz, Ontario Forestry 
Commissioner, says:—‘There is at 
present in the o:d settled portion of 
Ontario ar. aggregate 6f about 8,500 
square miles of farmers’ woodlands. 
It is safe to say that there is, in ad- 
dition to the assessed woodlands, an- 
other area of 8,500 square miles which 
ig suited only for forest growth. This: 
means that southern Ontario could 
eventually have over ten million acres 
of private woodland.” Ontario was 
once a land of valuable hardwoods 
and wil. be so again. 

Another remafiaAble thing illustrat- 
ed by this bulletin is the variety of 
uses to which woods, still common in 
Ontario, may be put. Elm and bass- 
wood are usec in thirty-one indus- 
tries, afid ash is another valuable 
hardwood with a wide range of use. 
Maple, Ontario’s most important hard- 
wood, has over ou hundred listed 
uses, While birch and beech are be- 
ing increasingly used, especially for 
hardwood flooring. Pine forms 21.7 
per cent of all the wood purchased by 
these industries, but is being gradual- 
ly replaced by spruce, as the supply 
is nearing exhaustion. By observing 
the uses and then consulting the class- 
ified directory of manufacturers, mark- 
ets may be ascertained for cherry, ap- 
ple, sumac and cther supposedly little 
used hardwoods, and alsc for many 
forms of wood-waste,

George with the Sword of St. Paul, 
The discovery was recognized to be of 
particular importance in view of the 
fact that Sir William Walworth, may- 
or of Indon in 1831, killed Wat 
Tyler with a dagger in Smithfields. 

Now there is still current a legend 
that the ‘‘dagger” was added to the 
City arms to commemorate this 
event. However, the mayoral seal can 
be proved to haye been made certain- 
ly two months, probably six months 
before the death of Wat Tyler. 

But, besides the fact that the seal 
disproves this legend, it was recog- 
nized that the earliest record of the 
City arms ought to be preserved with- 
out fear of the further defacing due

There are other very intereting cir- 
cumstances connected with the seal, 
The preservation up to the present 
date is in itself extraordinary for the 
reason that ‘t bears the images of 
St Thomas a Becket and St. Paul, 
and Henry VIII. ordered the destruc- 
tion of St. Thomas a Beckét’s im- 
ages and pictures throughout the 
whole realm. 

When this order went forth, the 
reverse of the common seal of the 
City of London—which also bore the 
inscription: “Cease not, Thomas, to 
guard me who brought thee forth,” 
referring to St. Thomag’ birth in the 
city—was destroyed. How, then, did 
the mayoral seal escape? It presum- 
ably escaped destruction owing to an 
error in the official records relating 
in the seal, in which St. Thomas ‘a 
Becket was called throughout. St. 
Peter. 

There is little doubt that Henry 
VIII.’s officers would have destroyed 
this seal but for this lucky error. The 
figure called St. Peter on the seal is 
undoubtedly St. Thomas a Becket 
since he wears the mitre. 

The seal isa piece of very beauti- 
ful, deeply cut, Gothic work in sil- 
ver, mounted on an iron bogs, which 
was attached to the-sealing press 
when documents were sealed. 

The new seal is a precise duplicate 
except that two small. Tudor roses 
have been put underneath the portion 
containing the City Arms, to distin- 
guish it from the disused seal. In 
1381 the officials of the city reported 
that the old maycral seal. was ‘‘too 
small and rude and ancient, and un- 
becoming and derogatory\from the 
honor of the City,” and recommended 
that “the new seal of honorable as- 
pect and work of art which the mayor 
has had made” should be substituted 
for it. The substitution was made, 
and after 581 years the seal still 
shows its admirable workmanship. 


Beginnings In Authorship. 

The first appearance in print of 
that successful author, Mr. Arthur 
Pendennis, was a poem' written to 
match an engraving which the pro- 
prietor of a magazine found unex- 
pectedly thrown on his hands. M. 
Jules Claretie’s first novel was com- 
posed under somewhat similar cir- 
cumstances. Edmond Dentu, a 
prominent publisher under the Se- 
cond Empire, had widely advertised 
a novel entitled ‘‘Une Drolesse,”’ by a 
writer who signed herself Comtesse 
Dash. On the eve of publication the 
lady wanted the title altered. The 
publisher refused to make any 
change, and in order not to- waste 
money, hunted around for an author 
capable of furnishing within four 
weéks a novel which the title would 
fit. M, Claretie undertook the task, 
‘and finished it well within the stipu- 
lated time.—London Chronicle,

solidified. There must be a constant 
aprusb of hot air from the scorchea 
surface and a corresponding tnrusb ot 
icy air from the frigid side Along the 
boundary between the two hemi- 
spberes this must cayse a violent and 
perhaps almost perpetual rainfall. 

Seen through a small telescope or 
field glass Venus often appears like a 
crescent.

1895, and 1899, and it may be inci- 
dentally mentioned, that by her com- 
mand no exhibit that has not been 


been exhibited by the sovereign, since 
the year 1890. 

King Edward won the champion- 
ship of the cattle section in 1874, and 
the Cup for the best pen of sheep in 
1885; while our present King won 
the championship for pigs in 1895, 
and the Prince Consort a gold medal 
for pigs in 1859, 

Nor has the Smithfield Club lacked 
royal support from other points of 
view, as King Edward was their pres- 
ident in 1875, 1883, and again at the 
Centénnary Show in 1898; while

CHAMBERS OF HORRORS. 


Two Famous Tower of London Dune 
geons to Be Exhibited. 

The dungeons of the White tower 
and the Bloody tower, two of the most 
Interesting parts of the Tower of Lon- 
don, will be thrown open to the public 
for the first time within the next few 
months, and the prison’s torture cham- 
ber will be seen for the first time in 
all its eerie and mysterious glooin. 

In the wall dividing the two dun- 
geons Is the narrow black cage, like a 
recess, in which Guy Fawkes was im- 
mured between periods of torture on 
the rack, and all about the walls are 
hanging the Instruments of torture— 
thumbscrews, temple bands, seuring 
irons and a rack. Only a few yards 
away from the well of the Tower ina 
dungeon is a small, domelike recess, 
where the gallant and unfortunate 
Walter Raleigh spent ten years of his 
life, and, as if by the frony of fate. al- 
most overlooking the spot is a model 
of Queen Elizabeth, wearing the got 
geous state robes in which she went te 
St. Paul's to celebrate the triumph of 
ber fleet over the Spanish armada. 

Seven sundred Jews once sought 
refuge from a London mob in the dum . 
geous and spent long days and nights 
in darkness, huddled together, until 
they crept out and sought safety else- 
where. 

While a good part of the Tower has 
been open to the public for a long 
time, still many of the historical parts 
are always closed.—New York Tribune 


OXYGEN FOR THE INSANE. 


New Treatment That Is Said to Yield 
Remarkable Results. 

A new and extraordinary use for 
oxygen has just been found by Dr. 
Toulouse, chief physician of the Ville 
juif Insane asylum. He finds it a most 
valuable aid In the treatment of mad- 
ness, 

Dr. Toulouse makes certain that the 
vuxygen- inthe steel cylinders In which . 
he receives it is pure and free from 
mitrogen; then he fills small glass flasks 
with it A rubber bulb enables him 
o regulate the pressure in the flasks, 
ind a rubber tube connects these with 
1 fine hypodermic needle. Through 
his 250 cubic centimeters of oxygen 
are injected under the skin. 

A physician who bas watched the 
»*peration and its effects upon patients, 
reporting his observations for Nature 
f Paris, says the results are remark. 
‘ble among patients in a condition of 
‘cute mental confusion, who are alk 
vays greatly improved and often cured 
entirely by a few Injections. The ex- 
{ted and victims of insomnia beconie 

alm and lucid. 

In cases of acute mania, dementia, 
‘pileptic fits and certain cases of me 
‘ncholia good results have been ob 
‘ained. The oxygen treatment is now 
eing tried upon other forms of im 
anity. 


The Germ of Smallpox. 

The germ of smallpox, a protozoan 
eo infinitesimal that it has pnssed 
through the minutest’ filters and es 
caped the trained gaze of microscopists 
for decades, has been finally discover- 
ed by Dr. Walter Fornet, staff physt- 
‘lan at the Kaiser Wilbelm academy. 
Dr Fornet claims not only to have 
discovered the germ, but to be able to 
propagate It| This means. we are told, 
that {t will henceforth not be neces 
sary to inoculate a calf or cow with 
smallpox virus in order to obtais 
lymph for vaccination and conse 
quently that a pure culture can be ob 
tained. The lymph won by present 
methods contains numerous bacteria, 
which must be exterminated before 
it can be used for vaccination.—Néew 
York Press.

Ilis lordship held that the Theatres Act 
passed by the provincial legislature in 
1912, providing for the licensing of mov- 
ing pictures placed the city by-Jaw in 
conflict with the provincial Jaw, there- 
fure the by-law could not be lawfully 
enforced. 

The Town of Blairmore has received a 
letter from the attorney general's depart- 
nent bearing upon this matter, which 
states that the fact of a provinciallicense 
having been paid does * not-mean that a 
town license cannot be collected 4 

A similar decision was handed down 
by the department last year in connection 
with the licensing of automobile liveries.

The action brought against‘ Chief of 
Police Cuddy to recover damages forhay- 
ing forcibly entered the lodge room of the 
Chinese Freemasons in Calgary has been 
dismissed by the Chief Justice.
